Nine men or wonien^^ 
emnioved In leading positions in the kolkhoz ^as lore 
Si, SoJlJn Snieers, mill minagsrs, etc) formed the nine- 
member Partorg (political committee) 


The Directorate and the Partorg are elected by the employees
